THE VKESUVIUS GUN TRIALS. 


Tue official trials of the pocomatis guns of the 
dynamite cruiser Vesuvius an at Port Royal, 
S. C., Jan. 31. The board of officers appoin to 
conduct the trials were Capt. M. Sicard. Capt. A. 8. 
Barker, and Lieut. A. P. Nazro. 

In all, twelve shots were fired, six at a range of 
2,000 yards and #1x at 1,500 yards, the three guns be- 
ing fired in succession. With the exception of the 
first two shots fired from the starboard gun, none 
fell more than 20 yards distant from the required 
range, and every shot fired would have struck a 
man-of-war at the distance designated by the 


board. 

There was no difficulty in the working of the air 
guns, nor in securing the supply of air in the reser- 
voirs, nor in the controlling of the shell by the 
wind vanes. 

During the trials the Vesuvius was coourely 
moored to the hava! wharf, a condition which will, 
of course, never prevail during an actual use of her 
guns for hostile purposes. 

The second day’s trial was not quite so successful, 
and reports state that one of the shots fired at a 
range of 1,000 yards from the starboard gun rico- 
chetted and dropped into the water about 900 yards 
away. in an effort to throw two shelJs from each 
gun to attain 500 yards rangé, the starboard &2 
threw ashell about 400 yards. Then the middle 
gun dropped ite shell almost in the exact spot called 
for. The port gun, however, ed to respond in 
the usual prompt manner to the pull of the firing 
lever. There was a muffied report, but no shell ap-

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The new magazine gun invented by Lt. Henry K. 
White, U. S. N., has been completed at the Prattand 
Whitney Works in Hartford and forwarded to 
Washingtoa. The arm will be submitted to the Gov- 
ernment board, which has been ordered to reopen 
tests for magazine guns at Springfield, Mass. The 
system is what is known as “the straight pull,” and 
the magazine contains five cartridges. Rim and 
*headless’’ ammunition can be adjusted for regular 
service with this arm. The inventor of the Durst 
magazine gun, whois nowin Europe, is having a 
new gun wade at Hartford, which will also be sub- 
mitted to the board for trial. Tue Durst gun was not 
completed in time for submission to the board last 
summer. 











A number of important amendments were adopt- 
ed by the Senate Appropriation Committee to the 
Army Appropriation bill. One of particular sig- 
nificance comes in under the bead of appropria- 
tions for the manufacture of small arms at the 
Springfield Armory, and will be highly appreciated 
by American inventors. Its object is tu give the 
American inventor a further chance before pro- 
ceeding with the manufacture of the Krag-Jorgen- 
sen gun. It provides: 

That no part of this appropriation ($400,000) shall be ex- 
pended for the manufacture of magazine rifles of foreign 
invention until such magazine rifles of American invention 
as may be presented for tests to the War department within 
the next 60 days shall have been tested by the Board of Ord- 
nance and Fortification. If the decision of said Board shall 
be in favor of any American invention and shal! aiso receive 
the approval of the Secretary of War, thea this appropria- 
tion, ur such part thereof as the Secretary may direct, shall 
be expended in the manufacture of suck Awerican arm ;: 
Provided further, That if no such American iovention shall 
be recommended by said Board or receive the approval of 
the Secretary of War thia appropriation sbai! be applicable 
to the manufacture of the magazine arm recommended for 
trial by the board recently in session and approved by the 
Secretary of War. 

It is understood that the attempt to place the 
“misfit jacket” of the big gun at the ordnance 
yard recently was a failure. After two beatings 
the jacket was moved only four inches, leaving it 
eight inches out of place. After the tremendous 
heating to which the end of the tube and 1's jacket 
was subjected to in the effort of last week, there 
are grave doubts whether the gun can ever b» relied 
upon, even if the efforts to force the jacket into 
place shall be finally successful, for the condition of 
the steel must have undergone a radical alteration 
in molecular structure, so that its strength and 
all the other characteristics as gun metal must be a 
matter of surmise alone. A beautiful experiment was 
made a few years since at Fried Krupp’s famous 
gun factory at Essen, whereby a completely fivish- 
ed gun of considerable calibre was ** tisassembled ” 
by the employment of a spray of liquefied carbonic 
acid gas. The inner tube was sprayed with this in- 
tensely cold fluid with the result that the contrac- 
tion was sufficient to permit of the jackets and other 
portions of the gun to be removed without injury to 
either temper or mechanical fit. 





In a long distance marching competition between 
ten squads of the Royal Irish Riiles, eac compris- 
ing a non-commissioned officer aud 8 men, the 
wivuping team accomplished the journey in 4 hours 
387 min. and 15 seconds, or at the rate of 4 miles 2 
furlongs 140 yards per bour, one of the best, if not 
the best on record. The longest time occupied by 
any of the teams was 4 hours 57 min., which gave 
average of over four miles an bour. The average 
rate for the whole of the teams was 4 miles 1 furlong 
and 109 yards per hour. The greatest enthusiasm 
was aroused throughout the battalion by the com- 
petition.

THE CASE OF CAPT. MEEKER. 


THE Secretary of the Navy has reniitted the sen- 
tence imposed upon Capt. E. P. Meeker, U. 8. M. C., 
in the following decision : 

JANUARY 31, 1893. 


While conciirrifié in the main with the conclu 
sions reached by the Judge+ Advocate General upon 
the law in this case, I do not deem it necessary to de- 
cide;and therefore, do not decide,that a publio repri- 
mand by a commander-in-chiel constitutes a legal 
bar to a trial and conviction by a court-martial for 
acts which were the occasion of such reprimand. 
The accused pleaded in bar of trial that he had 
already been punished for the same offence, to wit, 
by a public reprimand promulgated by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and the conrt sustained the plea. 
This being reported to the authority convening the 
court, the court was directed to disregard the plea 
and to proceed with the trial upon the merits. 

his presents distinctly the question, has the au- 
thority convening a general court-martial the 
power to direct the court to disregard a judgment 
already made and to proceed to hear the case and 
render another and different judgment? 

There is no doubt that on a judgment 
upon a dilatory plea in favor of the ac- 
cused, the revising authority, upon a case being 
reported for his action, may inform the court 
that its decision is erroneous, and advise the court 
to reverse such decision and proceed with the trial 
of the case upon its merits. Had thie been done in 
the present case, and had the court accepted and 
acted upon such advice, the trial would have been 
entirely regular; but no such action was taken. The 
record shows that when the court gave judgment 
for the accused, sustaining the plea in bar. it for- 
warded the record to the convening authority, the 
Commander-in-Chiet, for his action, and that the 
Commander-in-Chief returned the recordjwith the 
statement that his order was not intended as a re- 
primand, and directed the court to proceed with the 
trial, which order it obeyed, and we now have a 
record containing two judgments. one for che 
accused and the other against him. I am clear that 
such a record ought not to stand. [ think it the 
better and safer practice to hold that the convening 
authority bas no power to direct a court to disre- 
gard the judgment which it has rendered and pro- 
ceed to render a different one. This power, [ am 
aware, is asserted by some authorities on military 
law, but no case is cited in support of the assertion, 
and after the most diligent search no case where 
this power bas been exercised can be found, and the 
English practice is directly to the contrary. Itisa 
dangerous power, and | am unwilling to be the first 
to establish such a precedent. 

The trial, conviction and judgment on the merits, 
in the case of Capt. Edward P. Meeker, U.S. M. C., 
are, therefore, set aside and the penalties remitted. 
Capt. Meeker will be released from suspension and 
restored to duty.

This decision is accompanied by a long opinion 
from the Judge-Advocate of the Navy who holds 
that Admiral Walker’s letter, censuring Captain 
Meeker and his command, ‘is in its terms clearly 
and unmistakably a reprimand " not only of Capt. 
Meeker but “of the entire marine guard,” “for- 
mally administered in the presence of the officers 
and crew of the Chicago, assembled at a general 
muster.”” Commanders of vessels are restricted to 
private reprimands, but it is held to be olearly 
within the power of the commander-in-chiet of a 
naval force to administer a public reprimand, he 
baving the same authority with regard to punish- 
ments as the Secretary of the Navy. It is further 
held that Admiral WalJker’s reprimand of Captaia 
Meeker was a punishment, and that the court was 
pot in error in admitting his plea ir bar of trial. No 
precedent is found for Admiral Walker’s action in 
directing the court to proceed to trial. Nor is there 
any provision of law orany regulation conferring 
such —— It is true that Winthrop holds the 
contrary in bis “Abridgment of Military Law,” 
but he cites no caser, and the English practice is di- 
rectly tothe contrary. The exercise of such au- 
a **seems in its very nature repugnant to the 
established and well recognized relations existing 
—— a court-martial and the convening author- 
ty.”

Stx months ago we stated by authority that Col. 
E. 8. Otis, 20th-[nf., was promised a Bricadier-Gene 
eralsbip during the present administration. This 
promise is about to be fulfilled. General Eugene A. 
Carr, we understand, will soon be retired under the 
sixty-two years service law and Colonel Otis will 
pe appointad to succeed him. The delay in assign- 
ing General Carr to a command and in relieving 
Colonel Otis from recruiting duty is thus explained. 
These important Army changes wil! take place dur- 
ing the coming week. Cvlonel Mizner, as will be 
observed from this week’s orders, has been assigned 
as Superintendent of Recruiting Service—a detail 
made last October, but subsequently revoked. 








THE vacancy in the Adjutant’s General’s Depart- 
ment has at last been filled. Capt. John B. Bab- 
cock, 5th Cavalry, receives the coveted majorty. 
He was nominated to the Senate on Thursday last. 
After this selection the President may well be ex- 
cused for the delay in making the appointment, 
for he has undoubtedly made a wise choice. Major 
Babcock is a soldier with a war record, who knows 
the Service in all its branches, the scientific as well 
as the practical side. His colleagues in the Adju- 
tant General's office at Washington are unanimous 
in the opinion that bis appointment isan acquisi- 
tion to the Adjutant General’s Department. Adju- 
tant General Williams is particularly well pleased 
with the appointment. Maj. Babcock’s endorsements 
were principally from a military source Heis at 
present in charge of the Military [ntelligence office 
and will doubtless continue in tbat duty, at least 
during Gen. Williams’ administration. 








In consequence of the low s‘ate of the funds al- 
loted for the Government exhibitat the World’s 
Fair both the Army and Navy exhibits will be our- 
tailed somewhat from the original projects. In the 
work of “cheese pearing,”’ however, the offivers re- 
sponsible bave very sensibly concluded to sacrifice 
the ancient for the modern. There will be war rel- 
ics, of course, but to a limited extent as compared 
with the modern exhibit. Those interested in the 
Naval exhibit are considerably disappointed in not 
being able to get the number of men desired to man 
the battleships. As all the available men will be 
needed for the naval review the Navy Department 
will not be able to make the full detail desired until 
after the review. It is hoped, however, to have a 
swall detachment sent to Chicago by the time the 
Fair opens. 








WS8HILE no change has been made to the general 
regulation prescribing three years as the time of 
college duty, Secretary Elkins, in most instances 
where the favor has been asked, has extended the 
term of duty for another year, so that four years is 
gradually becoming a rule. 








THE REBELLION IN HAWAII. 


A REVOLUTION in Hawaii; the Queen detthroned ; 
a provisional government established; two hun- 
dred men from the U. 8. 8. Boston landed to pro- 
tect American interest, and a commission from the 
new government en routr to Washington te peti- 
tion lor annexation. Such was the startling infor- 
mation flashed by the wires througbout the country 
early on Saturday morning last, when a specially 
chartered steamer arrived at San Francisco, bring- 
ing the important news, and the ‘annexation com- 
mission. 

A flurry of excitement pervaded naval circles on 
the receipt of this important intelligence. [t was 
at once realized that our opportunity for gaining 
control of the Hawaiian group—the Giovraltar of the 
Pacific, bad at last arrived. And now the great 
question of the hour is bow shall we improveit? 

The authorities at Washington are gravely dis- 
cussing the subject. The Administration and both 
Houses f Congress are apparently unanimo.s on 
one point, and that is that the present opportunity 
for American sovereignty over tbe Sand wich Islands 
mnst nut be lost. But whethe - it shall be by annex- 
ation or through tbe establishment of a protector- 
ate is a matter for future action, 

Pending the conference with the annexation com - 
mission, which is due in Washivgton on Friday, 
the administration is preparing its side of the vase, 
which it is generally expected will be favorable to 
the acceptance to the request for annexation. 

No orders have been issued for a further increase 
of naval force at Honolulu beyond those issued to 
Aoting Rear Admira) Sherrrett on the day the in- 
telligence was received. He sailed with the Mo- 
hican from San Francisco on Sunday last. 

The Rangerand Adams are being held at Sau 
Francisco for further orders, which will not b.. i«- 
sued until the receipt of the next budget of news 
from Honolulu.

ENLARGING THE BORDERS OF REPUBLIC. 


THE arrival of delegates from the Sandwich Is- 
lands empowered to ask the annexation of that im- 
portant group has brought into immediate promin- 
ence a question of the Republic's policy which eclipses 
all others. Important as the tariff, tle currency, 
pensions and other problems now under anxious 
discussion are, their essentially ephemeral and 
commercial character has been brought out very 
clearly by the introduction of another subject which 
involves not merely the present prosperity and 
credit of the country, but the lasting dignity and 
pride of our nation and its place in the futare, 

It is not a question of inclination but of daty. 
It is not whether we import a few million pounds 
of sugar and rice or grow them on our own soil. 
It is not even whether the Sandwich Islands are to 
be a burden or a support, whether a perpetual ter- 
ritory or a state, whether annexed, absorbed or pro- 
tected. These details can be settled to the liking 
of some and the disappointment of others as other 
things are settled in our Republic. The immediate 
question for us to decide is whether the taking of the 
Islands will increase the dignity and strength of the 
Republic, and whether the loss of them to some 
rival power will tend to lessen our safety or to 
hinder our progress. If we are to maintain our po- 
sition and influence as an Imperial State we must 
not lose sight of the fact that national pre-emi- 
nence ha§ its duties as well as privileges. 

We have a double history in this matter of terri- 
torial increase. On the one hand stand the 
Louisiana purchase, the Gadsden purchase, the 


Alaska purchase, the acquisition of Florida anj 
Texas and the conquest of the territory from 
Mexico; on the other are our refusal to acquir 
Samana Bay and St.Thomas and our relinquishmen| 
of Nassau which we occupied during the Revoln. 
tionary War and afterwards abandoned. We an 
able to consider the effect of two contrary lines of 
policy, and there is no doubt that the present state 
of feeling, both among people and statesmen ip 
this country, is strongly in favor of all our acquis. 
tions, and as strongly condemnatory of tke tempor. 
ary narrowness of policy which kept us from tak. 
ing the Atlantic Islands offered us. Our whol 
South Atlantic sea front is in the hands of rival 
nations who have fortified against us islands that 
naturally belong to this country. There can be no 
doubt that this will be the history of the Sandwich 
Islands if we fail in our duty of annexing them, 
The recent history of Canada is an example of the 
evils that spring from such a failure to maintain 
one manifest duty. We see there a weak nation 
attempting to be aggressive because it is under the 
wing of a great power, and pursuing a policy of 
impudence,toward its natural ally with the result 
of arousing a feeling of annoyance and exaspers- 
tion among our people quite sufficient to have made 
warlike measures possible and popular. 

Within the last thirty years we have seen the 
German Empire built up by the union of subordi. 
nate States and a greater union formed by the al. 
liance of Germany, Austria and Italy. The daily 
records of the world are filled with the discussion 
of these great events, but in this country we 
have witnessed a still more striking illustration of 
the modern tendency to the growth of great States 
in the quiet development of a colossal Republic 
whose power is manifested by the increase of wealth, 
prosperity and happiness and not by startling 
political changes. The reason for this development 
of a great nation is to be found 1n the wise addi- 
tions we have made to our original possessions from 
territory that naturally belonged to the dominant 
power on this continent. It is in making them 
that we have shown our capacity to be the domin- 
ant power, and it is in continuing them under all 
proper circumstances that we shall show our fitnes 
for the conduct of a great government. 

The application for annexation comes at a time 
whieh is singularly opportune. We have a Presi- 
dent and Senate from one great political party ani 
a House controlled by the other. The whole people, 
therefore, take part in the conduct of this negotia- 
tion and the honor of completing it will belong not 
to one party but to all, On the other hand, every 
requirement of modern international sensitivenes 
has been satisfied by the consent of the Hawaiian 
people. They have asked us for union, and in doing 
so have placed the union upon a footing which no 
rival nation can object te to. 

WHILE the opposition to Oapt. Wm. T. Sampson, 
emanating from Pay Inspector Stevenson, resulted 
in some delay in his confirmation as Chief of the 
Bureau of Ordnance, the final action of the Senate 
was practically unanimous. Senator Voorhees, it 
is understood, is the only one who,opposed confirm: 
ation, and his action resulted only in postponing 
consideration of the nomination from one executive 
session to another. Under the rules of the Senate 
a single objection is sufficient to prevent a vote on 
a nomination the first time it is reached on the 
executive calendar. Oommodore Sampson has as- 
sumed charge of his new and important duties, 
which, it may be accepted from the start, will be 
performed with credit to himself and to the Ser- 
vice. While it is generally expected that his ad- 
ministration will be more conservative than his 
predecessor's, he goes into the Bureau with liberal 
views regarding our necessities in the ordnance line, 
and his friends say for him, that his policy will be 
to encourage rather than discourage the manufac- 
turer and private inventor.

SEC4NT DEATHS. 


MaJon-GENERAL Newson A. Mixzs, U. S. A., in an 
official order announcing the death of Col. William 
A. Rucker, Assistant Paymaster General, recounts 
his services and says: “In all the positions of trust 
and responsibility, during nearly thirty years of 
active service, he bas discharged the duties of his 
office with strict integrity and earnest devotion to 
the best interests of the public service. Highly 
honorable has been his personal and official life and 
bis memory will be most respected by those who 
knew him best. The tribute of respect which the 
Government pays on the decease of its faithful 
officers will be observed at St. James’ Church, Chi- 
cago, at noon, Jan. 25, in accordance with the Re- 
gulations of the U. 8. Army.” The remains were in- 
terred at Arlington Cemetery, Jan. 27, with mili- 
tary bonors. Upon the arrival of the body in 
Washington it was conveyed to the residence of 
Gen. D. H. Rucker, U. 8. A., brother of the de- 
ceased, and from there it was escorted to Arlington 
by cavalry from Fort Myer. A large number of 
Army officers were present at the interment, among 
them Gen. Schofield, Gen. Gibbon, Gen. Batchelder, 
Oapt. Rogers and Capt. Maus, of Gen. Miles’s staff. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL FRANCIS Octavus Wyss, 
U. 8. Army, retired, who died Jan. 21, at Pikesville, 
Md., was born in 1811, at Deer Park, the family es- 
tate which he still owned at the time of his death. 
He was graduated from the Military Academy in 
1837, was promoted to the 3d Artillery, and on 
March 3, 1847, attained the grade of captain in that 
regiment. Heserved inthe Mexican War, receiv- 
ing the brevet of major for Calabosa River, and 
after that until the commencement of the War of 
the Rebellion did excellent service on the frontier. 
In May, 1861, he was promoted major of the 4th Ar- 
tillery, and in the following November lieutenant- 
colonel of the same regiment. He resigned July 25, 
1863, and settled down to farming at Pikesville. 
Under the act of February 19, 1879, he was 
restored to the Army and placed on the 
retired list as lieutenant-colonel. Colonel L. 
G. De Russy, in an official report of the battle of 
Calabosa River in 1847, said: ““There were instances, 
however, of extraordinary gallantry. Oapt. Wyse 
during the engagement acted with that steady 
courage and gallantry constituting the highest 
grade of military character, being constantly un- 
der the most direct fire of the enemy. His inde- 
fatigable services and endurance during the two 
subsequent days of skirmishing by day and watch- 
ing by night are also gratefully remembered by me, 
and entitle him to our highest commendation.”” He 
was wrecked on the steamship San Francisco after 
having left New York with troops for California, 
and for his gallant conduct on that occasion under 
the most trying circumstances he was presented by 
the citizens of New York a valuable sword bearing 
the inscription: Presented to Brevet-Major Fran- 
cis O. Wyse, United States Army, by the citizens of 
New York, in testimony of their appreciation 
of his devotedness to the soldiers and  fidel- 
ity to the interests of the service. New 
York, December, 1854.” Colonel Wyse also re- 
ceived the thanks of the Legislature of Maryland 
for the same service. He leaves a widow, the 
daughter of the late Commo. Jobn Pope, U.S. N., 
and five children, including three daughters and two 
sons. 


A VETERAN officer well known throughout the 
Army and in military, civil and literary circles, 
Brevet Major-General Abner Doubleday, Colonel, 
U. S. Army, retired, one of ‘the heroes of, Fort Sum- 
ter, died Jan. 26, of heart disease, at his residence at 
Mendham, New Jersey. The deceased officer was 
born at Ballston Spa, June 26, 1819, entered the Mili- 
tary Acaiemy in 1838, was graduated in 1842, and 
was promoted to the artillery.arm. He served with 
credit during the Mexican War, and in 1855 was pro- 
moted captain of the 1st Artillery. He took part in 
the Florida hostilities against the Seminole Indians 
in 1856-58 and when the war broke out he was on 
duty at Fort Moultrie, withdrew as one of the gar- 
rison to Fort Sumter and was present at the memor- 
able bombardment. In May, 1861, he was promoted 
major of the 17ch Infantry, was appointed a Briga~ 
dier-General of Volunteers in February, 1862, and in 
the following November a Major-General of Volun- 
teers. His services during the war were of the most 
distinguished order and he participated in many en- 
gagements and battles. For his gallant and meri- 
torious services be received the brevets of Brigadier- 
General and Major-General in the Regular Army. 
In 1863 he had been promoted Lieutenant-Volonel 
of the 17th Infantry, in July, 1866, he was mustered 
out of the Volunteer Service, in 1867 he was pro- 
moted Colonel! of the 35th Infantry, wa; unassigned 
in 1869, in 1870 was assiened to the 24th [nfantry, and 
on Dec. 11, 1873, was retired from active service at 
his own request. Such is a brief recapitulation of 
the military career o a distinguished soldier and 





scholarly gentleman. He wrote several voinmes on 


the war and contributed largely to mazazines on 
Army matters and was a prominent Theosophist, 
He leaves a widow. The remains were brought from 
Mendham to New York and escorted to the City 
Hall by troops of the Ist U. 8. Artillery and a spe- 
cial escort from Lafayette Post 140, G. A. R., com~- 
posed of prominent officers, and lay in state on Jan. 
30, many thousands viewing the body. A committee 
from the Union League acted with the G. A. R. In 
the afternoon the remains were taken to Washing- 
ton, Major W. L. Haskin, Ist U. 8S. Artillery, accom- 
panying them by direction of Major-General How- 
ard, and on Thureday were interred in the Arling- 
ton Cemetery with due military honor, troope 
from Wasbington Barracks and Fort Myer partici- 
pating. Representatives of the lst Army Corps, 
which General Doubleday commanded at Gettys- 
burg, and ‘many prominent Army officers on duty 
or living in Washington, D. C., attended the last 
ceremonies and nothing was omitted to render the 
last tributes of affection and respect such as should 
be paid to so capablea soldier and gallant defender 
of his country. 

MAJOR-GENERAL SpPrRIGG CARROLL, U. 8S, A., re- 
Aired, a most distinguished officer, died in Wash- 
ington, D. C,, Jan. 30. He was graduated from the 
Military Academy in 1856, was promoted to the 10%h 
Infantry, and when tha war broke out bad attained 
the grade of Captain in that regiment. E rly in the 
war he was appointed Colonel of the 8th Ohio Vol- 
unteers, was promoted Brigadier General of Vvl- 
unteers in 1864. In January, 1866, ve was mustered 
out of the Volunteer Service. In January, 1867, he 
was promoted to Lieutenant Colonel of the 21st 
U. 8. Infantry, and on June 9, 1869, he was retired 
as Major-General, U. 8. A., for disability from 
wounds received in battle. Weshall refer further 
to his splendid military record next week. The 
funeral took place Feb.1,the remains being in- 
terred at the Arlington Cewetery, with Military 
honors. The pall bearers were General T. M. Vin- 
cent, Commodore Ramsay, General Hepvry Bing- 
ham, General P. M. B. Young, Colonel W. BE.

FIFTY-SECOND CONG RE3S—SECOND SESSION, 


The Senate Naval Com nittee, at its meeting this 
week, decided to report, as an amendment to ap- 
propriation bill, Mr. Hule’s bill to invrease the 
naval establishment so as to provide for one bat- 
tleship, two armored coast defence vessels, five 
gunboats and eight torpedo boats, and $200,000 for 
torpedo experiments. The Committee also adopted 
a favorabie report on the bill to promote Commo, 
O, C. Badger to rear admiral on the retired List. 

The Attorney General, in reply to a resolution of 
the House in regard to viaimse growing out of the 
War of the Rebellion, suys that there are now about 
7,864 such claims pending. The reports of the var- 
ious Attorneys-General have estimated the amount 
from $250,000,000 to about $400,000 000. 

In the House, Jan. 28, the Com mittee of the Whole 
considered the sundry Civili Appropriation bill. 

Mr. Outhwaite (Dem., Ohio.) baving insisted on 
amendments to increase appropriations for mili- 
tary posts, Mr. Holman replied with a speeco dwell- 
ing on the necessity of keeping down appropria- 
tions, and asked if the gentleman were prepared to 
compel the incoming Democratic administracion ia 
its firet year to increase the public debt by a new is- 
sue of bonds.

Senator Higgins; has introduced in the Senate 
amendments to the Nicaragua Canal bill providin 
that none of the bonds provided for shall be issu 
to the company until the President of the U.S. is 
satisfied that the canal, with all its accessories, can 
be completed for the safe, convenient and economi- 
cal navigation from ocean to ocean of both mercan- 
tile and naval vessels of the largest size and at a cost 
not exceeding the cash proceeds of the $100,000,000 of 
bonds, including the amounts already expended. 
To afford this satisfaction to the President the 
amendment provides for the appointment of a body 
of five engineers, three of whom shall be from the 
Engineer Corps ofthe Army, to make full investi- 
gation and report.

Army and Navy unions on occasions of ceremony. 

No provision is made in the General Deficiency 
bill reported to the House last week by the Com- 
mittee on Appropriation for the claims of Army 
and Navy officers certified to Congress by the ac- 
counting officers of the Treasury. It is probable, 
however, that an amendment for this purpose will 
be included when the bill comes up for considera- 
tion in the House. The only reason the committee did 

not provide for them was because the printed list of 
olaims did not reach them until after the bill had 
been reported. The claims this year are less numer- 
ousthan usual.

PASSAGE OF FORTIFICATION BILL. 


Discussion as to the me 4 of large appro- 
priations was un by nator Gorman 
who argued that the condition of the faances made 
economy absolutely necessary. On the other hand, 
Senator Hawley contended that the appropriation 
was not half as large as it ought to be and asserted 
that the whole scheme of arming our coast-wise 
defenses was Foing on a limping, altogether unsat- 
isfactory, and unpatriotic rate. People are talk- 
ing about what we will doin a certain emergency 
that may be on us any day, while we have absolute- 
ly nothing whatever to fight with. 
Mr. Platt regarded the whole bill as evincing a 
deliberate determination on the part of Congress 
not to do anything for coast fortifications. A new 
administration was coming into power and he hoped 
that those who represented it would rise to a pa- 
triotic consideration of the needs of the country, 
and to a purpose to do what was necessary to put 
the country in a reasonable condition of defence. 
Senator wes deprecated wholesale condemna- 
tion of the bill and Senator Gorman insisted that 
Con ad been as liberal as it ought to be in the 
resent experimental stage. Hnough maney had 
0 appropriated to put all tne great forges in the 
country at work in the manufacture of steel to 
make great guns. The steel establishments were 
not in a condition to deliver forgings as fast as pay- 
ment could be made for them. 

The bill was finally passed in the shape reported 
by the Senate appropriation Committee, with the 
exception of one additional amendment appropri- 
ating $130,000 for testing the 12 inch elevating gun 
car riage invented by N. H. Emery.

ROUTE FOR A PACIFICO CABLE. 


Lt.-Compr. Z. lL. TANNER, U. S. N., commanding 
the Fish steamer Albatross, lectured in San Pran- 
cisco on the evening of Jan. 23 before the Geo- 
graphical Society of the Pacific on the subject, “Ca- 
ble Surveys from California to the Sandwich 
Islands.” “My orders,” said the speaker, “were to 
finda practical route fora submarine cable be- 
tween San Francisco and Honolulu. The mission 
was fulfilled. 


“We explored from Cape Filattery to San Diego, 
and determined on Oct. 11, 1891, that the best start. 
ine place for a cable would be Salinas pier, One- 

uarter of a mile off that pier we found adepth of 
2 fathoms, with a soft mud bottonm—just the sort of 
bottom the cable layer desires. Toward the south- 
west the trough deepeved and at 90 miles from land 
we struck a gray 09ze bottom. Tne deepest sound- 
pg made between the American shore and the is- 
lands of our great circle course was 3,166 fathoms— 

a large depression falling over 4 0)0 ft. below the sur- 
rounbien plateau. At latitute 23 we found the 
greatest elevation of the ocean's bed—9 500 ft. above 
the surrounding levels. Inside the 200 fathom line 
of Honolulu we found coral formations which would 
necessitate encasing the cables in steel armor, four 
available landing points were found, the best being 
within three miles of Honolulu. We reached Hono- 
lulu on Nov. 21. On Dec. 12 westarted on the re- 
turn trip, taking soundings on a parallel line with 
our first coarse, but severa! miles to the southward, 
The two voyages covered 4,511 miles. 

“Neither the great circle nor the thumb presents 
any difficulties tothe cable layer, though the latter 
line is the one [ recommended and which bas been 
made official by the Secretary of the Navy. 

“The exiatence of a great central plateau between 
the coast of California and the Hawaiian Islands 
seems to have boen established beyond question. It 
ls shown by the Tuscorora's line from San Francisco 
to Oahu, and by both of the Albatross lines. A care- 
ful study of the surveys will snow a general though 
moderate rise of the ocean bed inthe central re- 
gions wivhout reference to the frequent elevations 
and sub marine mountains encountered. 

“Oareful surveys bave demonstrated the practi- 
cability of establishing telegraphic communication 
between the United States and the Sandwich I[s- 
lands. There need be no further anxiety regarding 
the length of line since the successful opening of tel- 
egraphic communication between Brazil and the 
coast of Africa through 48 cable 2,103 miles in length. 
The work of the surveyor is finisned, and the con- 





struction of a cable now rests with the electrical en- 
gineer and the capitalist.”’
